Three different spectrum chunks have been taken away from 
radio and TV stations in the past 2 years to facilitate new Personal Commu- 
nications Services.

With further listening since then, however, I’ve come to realize that even the 
amateur world can have bigots. It’s something we all have to live with. All in 
all, | guess I made the right decision.

May, 1998 


FCC News 

Lower fee levels proposed for Vanity 
Calls: In a Notice of Proposed Rule Mak- 
ing released March 25 (MD Docket 98- 
36), the FCC proposes, among many 
other things, to change the fee for an 
amateur vanity call sign to $1.29 per year 
for Fiscal Year 1998 (that is, $12.90 for 
the ten-year term of the license instead 
of the current $50). The details are in 
section 13 of Attachment H. Fiscal Year 


May 1998 


1998 starts Oct. 1, 1998. It is also pro- 
posed that there will be no refund from 
the current fee amounts to the new level 
for current Fiscal Year 1997 applicants. 

Comments are due April 22, 1998, 
and reply comments by May 4. Com- 
ments must be in hard copy format. No 
e-mail comments will be accepted. 

The entire document, which is fairly 
large because it deals with regulatory fees 
for all services, not just amateur, may be 
downloaded from: http://www.fcc.gov/ 
Bureaus/Miscellaneous/Notices/1998/ 

Proposed new licensing procedure: On 
Mar. 20, the FCC released a Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making, Docket WT 98- 
20, “To Facilitate the Development and 
Use of the Universal Licensing System 
in the Wireless Telecommunications Ser- 
vices.” Comments must be filed by May 
7, 1998, with reply comments by May 
22. Comments must be in hard copy for- 
mat. No e-mail comments will be ac- 
cepted. 

The NPRM apparently proposes no 
changes in privileges or qualifications for 
any class of license. Key goals appear to 
be: 

1. Replacement of the venerable 
Form 610; 

2. Elimination of the Form 610-A, 
thus providing paperless recipro- 
cal licenses; 

3. Proposed privatization of club li- 
censing. 

4. Require use of Taxpayer Identifi- 
cation Numbers (usually Social 
Security numbers). 

The document is available at the FCC 
Web site, www.fcc.gov. A link to the 
document can be found at www.fcc.gov/ 
wtb/uls/. 

Electronic filing of documents in 
rulemaking proceedings: In GC Docket 
97-113 amended its rules to allow the 
public to file comments and other plead- 
ings electronically via the Internet using 
the Electronic Comment Filing System 
(ECFS). The ECFS is currently available 
in proceedings specifically designated by 
the Commission, but will be available 
generally when the rules adopted on April 
2 go into effect in “early June 1998”. 
The Commission will issue a Public No- 
tice indicating when the ECFS will offi- 
cially be available for general use and how 
to use the new system. 


ARRL Asks FCC To Support Volun- 
tary Band Plans 

On April 3, based on action taken at the 
January ARRL Board meeting, the 
League formally asked the FCC to issue 
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a declaratory ruling to equate observance 
of voluntary band plans with “good ama- 
teur practice.” 

The League requests the Commission 
“at an early date” declare that good ama- 
teur practice “anticipates compliance with 
the accepted voluntary international, na- 
tional, and regional band plans adopted 
by cooperation and coordination” within 
the Amateur Radio Service. The League’s 
filing builds on a 1983 declaration by the 
Chief of the FCC’s Private Radio Bureau 
that simplex operation on a recognized 
repeater frequency was contrary to good 
amateur practice.

McGan Silver Antenna Award 
Nominees are welcome for the seventh 
annual Philip J. McGan Memorial Silver 
Antenna Award, a chance to honor the 
ham who did the most to promote Ama- 
teur Radio in 1997. The McGan award 
was named for journalist Philip J. McGan, 
WA2MGQ (SK), the first chairman of the 
ARRL Public Relations Committee. It 
goes to the ARRL member who demon- 
strates volunteer public relations success 
on behalf of ham radio at the local, state 
or national level, and who best exempli- 
fies the volunteer spirit of the award’s 
namesake. 

Public relations (as opposed to public 
service) activities are those specifically 
directed at bringing Amateur Radio to the 
public’s attention in a positive light—typi- 
cally through the media (newspapers, TV, 
radio). 

Nominations for the seventh annual 
award are due May 29, 1998 at ARRL 
Headquarters, Newington, Connecticut, 
by 5:00 PM Eastern Time. Entry forms 
for the Philip J. McGan Memorial Silver 
Antenna Award are available from Jen- 
nifer Gagne, NITDY, e-mail 
jgagne@arrl.org or call 860-594-0328.
